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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amended claim 25, which includes the limitaitons of claim 13 as indicated by the applicant, raises a new 
issue and that it would require further consideration in as far as it would neccesitate a rejection that was not set forth in the Final 
rejection mailed 9/25/2003. Furthermore, the applicant's argument over the straingth line of brazing material is not persuasive, the 
method of forming the brazing material (13) on the joint area such as brusing, dipping and spraying, does not prevent the brazing 
material forming in a substantially straight line as claimed. Evan clearly discloses (figure 2) that the joint areas (dark area) between the 
fins 22 and tube 12 are straight line or even a portion of the tube is a straight line.
